Princess Reaches London 
In Fog to Wed King’s Son 


Future Husband Meets Marina at Dover and 
Others of Royal Family Greet Her 
at Station. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 21.—Princess Ma- 
rina of Greece returned to London 
today for the final preparations for 
her wedding, Nov. 29, to the Duke 
of Kent, the youngest son of King 
George and Queen Mary. ‘ 

The city was blanketed with a 
choking fog, the worst this season, 
but\she found a warm welcome from 
the royal family and from the pub- 
Be] 
The Duke of Kent traveled down 
to Dover early this morning to ac- 
company his bride-to-be to London, 
while the King and Queen braved 
the fog to greet her at the railroad 
station. 

Thousands of spectators packed 
every inch of space in the station 
and along the route from the sta- 
tion to Buckingham Palace, where 
Marina and her parents will be 
guests until the wedding. 

Cheers echoed through the murky 
station where flowers and powerful 
lamps made a brave show in bright- 
ening the gloom as the train pulled 
in, 

Duke Kisses Princess. 

The Duke had kissed his bride- 
to-be on the gangway of the steam- 
er at Dover, and King George and 
Queen Mary each greeted their fu- 
ture daughter-in-law the same way. 

The Prince of Wales and _ the 
Duke and Duchess of York also 
greeted Marina at the station. 

Then the party, traveling in sev- 
eral automobiles, drove slowly to 
the palace through packed streets 
patrolled by bobbies. 

When the Princess left Paris, 
children en route to school cheered 
her at the station when she arrived 
with her mother, father and two

sisters. A score of silk-hatted mem- 
bers of the British Embassy and 
the French Foreign Office escort- 
ed Marina to a flower-loaded pri- 
vate car, used by the President 
and royalty. 3 

Her party of nine in addition to 
the members of her immediate fam- 
ily included Princess Paul of Yugo- 
slavia, the Count and Countess 
Toering and Lady Mary Hope, Ma- 
rina’s lady-in-waiting. 

Before departing, a friend dis- 
closed that Marina has lost so 
much weight here in buying clothes 
and a busy round of social engage- 
ments that her trousseau had to be 
altered at the last minute before 
being shipped. 

All traffic in the port of Calais 
Was suspended until the channel 
steamer carrying the Princess and 
her party was safely out of the 
harbor. 


Cake for Royal Wedding Will 
Weight 800 Pounds.

EDINBURGH, Nov. 21.—Scottish 
bakers are mixing 800 pounds of 
sugar, spice and other ingredients 
to go into the huge wedding cake 
for the Duke of Kent and Princess 
Marina of Greece in London Nov. 

The work of completing the cake 
requires six weeks. It will be nine 
feet high. It is being made in four 
sections, to be shipped to the Lon- 
don branch of the firm where the 
finishing touches will be applied. 
There the sections will be assem- 
bled and the icing done. 

The decorations will be in natu- 
ral flowers selected by the Duke 
and Princess. Inside will be usual 
“lucky sixpence.”

‘STATE BOARDS CAN REMOVE 
RESTAURANT BLUE EAGLE 


NRA Gives Them Authority For- 
merly Held by Hugh 
Johnson. 
WASHINGTON, Nov, 21.—NRA 
vesterday authorized its state com- 
pliance directors to remove blue 
eagles from restaurant code vio- 

lators. 

It represented the first step since 
the blue eagle was hatched to de- 
centralize control over its use. Up 
till now, only the highest NRA au- 
thority—-formerly Hugh S. John- 
son and now the Recovery Board— 
had the right to deprive a code 
member of NRA insignia. 

The board said all removal must 
be based on adequate evidence and 
must be prompt. Such removals 
may be appealed to NRA’s compli- 
ance division. 

State compliance directors also 
were authorized to restore the right 
to use NRA insignia when restitu- 
tion is made and evidence of com- 
pliance furnished. 


SLIGHT FOOD PRICE DECLINE 


WASHINGTON, ‘Nov. 21.—A 
slight decline in retail food prices 
during the two weeks ended Nov. 6 
is reported by the Labor Depart- 
ment. During that week it took 
$1.153 to buy the same amount of 
food that $1.154 bought the previous 
two weeks and $1 in 1913. 

Prices were 8 per cent higher 
than during the corresponding pe- 
riod the previous year, and about 
28 per cent higher than on April 15, 
1933, the low point in recent years. 
Of the 42 foods included in the in- 
dex, 16 fell in price, 11 showed no 
change and 15 increased. Meats 
dropped 3 per cent. Fruits and 
vegetables decreased 2.8, and eggs, 
dairy products and cereals were 
among those foods which cost more. 
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ROOSEVELT PROPOSES 
STATE JOB INSURANCE 


Tells Conference of Governors 
It Would Be Fostered by 
Federal Government.

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Nov. 21. 


—President Roosevelt placed before | 
the Governors of Southeastern 
states last night a proposal for 
Federally-fostered state-controlled | 
unemployment insurance. | 

He also disclosed that the admin-' 
istration was promulgating a new | 
relief plan aimed at protective work | 
for men and diminution of direct) 
grants. Details were withheld. 

The Governors told newspaper | 
men that “no opposition was ex- 
pressed” to the unemployment in- | 
surance proposal. 

The President suggested the clos-, 
est relations between the Federal 


and state Governments. He in- 
dorsed the regional meeting of Gov- 
ernors such as just held by the 
executives of the Southeast and 
proposed a liaison with the nation- 
al Government to permit more com- 
plete co-operation in the recovery 
campaign. 

Those who met with the President 
included Govs. Talmadge of Geor- 
gia and Blackwood of South Caro- 
lina; Bibb Graves, Governor-elect 
of Alabama; Olin Johnston, Gover- 
nor-elect of South Carolina, and 
Lieutenant-Governor A. H. Graham 
of North Carolina. 
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HELD TECHNICALLY INSANE 
AFTER 25 YEARS IN PRISON 


California Killer Gets New Trial; 
Studied Law While in 
Penitentiary. 
MARTINEZ, Cal., Nov. 2i—James 
McFarland, who has been 25 years 
in prison, was declared sane yes- 
terday, but must face retrial on an 

old murder charge. 
McFarland's prison sentence of 25 


years ago was set aside when the 
Superior Court here upheld his con- 
tention that he was technically in- 
sane, 

McFarland, a former farmer, pre- 
pared his own: petition for recon- 
sideration of his case after years 
of studying law books in the Fol- 
som prison library. He contended 
he was declared insane prior to the 
time he pleaded guilty to the mur- 
der charge, that legally he never 
was restored to the status of a sane 
person and that, therefore his sen- 
tence was illegal. 

He will be brought into court 
again on the old charge Nov. 26.

Three men seized Weiss, 41 years 
old, father of three children, at his 
home in suburban Overbrook Hills 
and forced him into their automo- 
bile, the Federal men quote his 
family as saying. The abduction, 
they said, was seen from an upper 
floor window by a Mrs, Johnson, 
employed by Weiss. as a child’s 
nurse. 

Just around the corner from the 
Weiss home is the former residence 
of Mickey Duffey, whose killing in 
an Atlantic City hotel four years 
ago was said by detectives to be 
“undoubtedly a result of attempt- 
ing to protect Weiss from other 
shake-downs.” 

Reports that Weiss was asso- 
cited with Max (Boo Boo) Hoff 
were discounted today. Hoff, now 
managing boxers on the Pacific 
Coast, denied knowledge of Weiss’ 
affairs and scoffed at rumors he 
went west to escape kidnaping. 


FOG TIES UP LONDON TRAFFIC 


Many Unable to Reach Home Spend 
Night in Busses. 
By the Associated Press, 

LONDON, Nov. 21.—The season’s 
worst fog, which for the last three 
days has plagued most of England, 
closed again around London today, 
thicker than ever, It tied up traf- 
fic in the Thames and snarled land 
traffic throughout the metropolis. 

The Cunard liner Alaunia was 
fogbound a quarter mile off shore 
in the Thames, already 48 hours be- 
hind schedule. Flares and other de- 
vices, coupled with increased police 
control, failed to cope with groping 
traffic tangles in London. Hun- 
dreds of motor cars and busses 
were stalled at the curb, any many 
of their occupants passed the night 
in the vehicles. The liner Alaunia, 
from Montreal, was to have docked 
Monday morning, but was obliged 
to anchor near Dartford. 
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Whether the other victim who at-| 
tempted to leave Charles was Rob- 
ert Philipson, another German and 
a friend of Lorenz, could not be de- 
termined. 

Mystery in Letter. 

A report that came from Dr. 
|Friedrich Ritter, German nudist 
living on the island of Charles, 120 
miles from Marchena, that some- 
'thing too terrble to put into a let- 
ter had occurred many months ago, 
was disclosed yesterday. 

Dr. Ritter’s letter, to Capt. Han- 
cock, disclosed only he and his 
mate, Frau Dore Straugh Koereien, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Wittman 
and the two Wittman children re- 
mained on Charles Island. 

This indicated the Baroness de 
Wagner and her two companions, 
Philipson and Lorenz, had left 
Charles. 

Word by radio that the passport 
of Lorenz was found in a shirt 
pocket at the scene of the tragedy, 
suggests the smaller body probably 
was his. He was quite frail and 
suffering with tuberculosis. Wheth- 
er the larger body was Philipson 
was questionable. There also is the 
possibility the smaller body might 
be that of the Baroness. The sex 
was not determined. 

Apparently Not Wittman. 

Fears that one of the tragedy 
victims might be Wittman, because 
the tuna clipper captain who found 
the bodies described one as having 
a slightly bald head, were discount- 
ed by the scientists and mariners 
here who know all of the island in- 
habitants intimately. 

Dr. Ritter’s letter, which reached 
here July 30, said “only we and the 
Wittmans are here now.” 

Near the bodies found on Mar- 
chena Island was a collection of let- 
ters, one of them written by Mrs. 
Wittman. The letter mentioned her 
husband would take it to Lorenz, 
who was about to Jeave Charles 
Island in his sloop. These facts 
were taken to mean Wittman had 
not left the island up to the time 
his wife wrote the letter. 

Sensational tales have reached 
the mainland about the slender 
“Empress,” whose blond hair be- 
came black with the passing of 
months away from civilization. 

She carried a .22-caliber, pearl- 
handled pistol dangling from a 
silken cord at her waist.

“She had a passion to shoot ani- 
mals and nurse them sound 
again,” Dr. Ritter wrote.

He Is Allowed to Keep Them With-

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 21.—Efrem 
Zimbalist, celebrated violinist, was 
relieved of further payments on two 
violins which he says were not of 
the rare maké represented, in a de- 
cision yesterday by the District 
Court of Appeals. 

The court dismissed Zimbalist 
from paying $6000 for the two vio- 
lins on testimony they were imita- 
tions of a Stradivarius and a Guar- 
nerius, respectively. 

Zimbalist purchased the two in- 
struments from George Smith nine 
years ago under the impression, he 
said, they were authentic. He as- 
serted he paid $2000 at the time and 
agreed to pay an additional $6000 
later. 

Smith died shortly afterward and 
Zimbalist said he then learned the 
violins were imitations, An expert, 
he said, had told him they were 
worth not more than $300. Admin- 
istrators of Smith's estate sued him 
for the remaining payment on the 
violins.

The argument has been present- 
ed that the cost of eliminating the 
grade crossing hazard is one that 
rightfully belongs to the Federal 
and state governments, rather than 
to the railroads, and efforts have 
been made to have this theory ac- 
cepted as a matter of policy. 


Eastman has supplied Ickes with 
new data on engineering studies ,in- 
dicating that about 35 per cent of 
cost of grade crossing projects 
would go for labor, directly, and 
much of the remainder for mate- 
rials. Eastman’s engineers said the 
ratio of labor expenditures for oth- 
er highway construction work was 
probably less than 20 per cent.

(2-YEAR EXTENSION OF WORLD 
WHEAT PACT APPEARS CERTAIN 


Decision Delayed, However, Until 
Conference Acts on Quotas 
and Acreage Reduction. 


By the Associated Press. 


BUDAPEST, Hungary, Nov. 21.— 


A decision on the proposal for a 


two-year extension of the Interna- 
‘tional wheat treaty was postponed 
today when Argentina and Canada 
declined to take action until agree- 
ment is reach on the quotas and 
acreage reduction issues. 

The United States, Hungary and 
Australia were the only wheat ex- 
porting nations ready to give an 
immediate favorable decision on the 
extension of the wheat pact. Even 
if Canada and Argentina had been 
ready to take action, a decision 
' would have been prevented because 
the delegates of Russia, Rumania, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Yugoslavia and 
/ Spain were absent. 

“There is no opposition to the 
extension,’ said a spokesman, “‘it is 
only that the procedure now is 
changed. Acceptances are inevita- 
ble and the pact can be extended 
if export quotas are aban- 
doned.’

Leo Casey, Former Hogan 
Gangster, Charged With 


Impersonating Another at 


Polls in Primary. 


Leo Casey, member of the former 
Hogan gang, former convict and a 
police character, was indicted by 
the grand jury yesterday on a 
charge of impersonating a voter 
and voting illegally in the primary 


election of Aug. 7. He had been 
under bond since his arrest on pri- 
mary day in a polling place at 707 
North Vandeventer avenue. 

It was alleged that Casey, offer- 
ing to vote at that polling place in 
the second precinct of the Twenty- 
third Ward, gave his name as Fred 
W. Watson, 3903 Washington boule- 
vard, and was permitted to vote 
under Watson’s name. Watson was 
a duly registered voter. 

However, Police Sergeant Charles 
Drewes, on duty at the polling 
place, recognized Casey and arrest- 
ed him after he had voted. Casey, 
at the Deer Street Police Station, 
admitted he had voted under Wat- 
son’s name and admitted his iden- 
tity, according to the police. He 
gave his occupation as that of a 
painter. 

Punishment for impersonating a 
voter and voting illegally, on con- 
viction, may be a penitentiary verm 
of two to five years. 

Casey’s Police Record. 

The police record of Casey, who 
is 35 years old, began in 1917. He 
has been arrested for questioning 
about 75 times in various investi- 
gations. In 1919 he pleaded guilty 
of a clothing-store burglary, in 
which 1000 pairs of trousers were 
stolen, and was sentenced to _ six 
months in the workhouse, accord- 
ing to police records. 

In 1921 Casey and Thomas Mc- 
Auliffe were indicted for the mur- 
der of Erris Pillow, Negro bank 
messenger. Pillow was killed the 
night of May 9 of that year in 
front of his home, 4056 Fairfax ave- 


nue. He was to have ttestified 
against Jimmy Hogan, who was 
charged with robbing him. Mc- 


Auliffe was acquitted by a jury, 
and an assistant of Circuit Attorney 
Sidener nol prossed the charge 
against Casey. Hogan later was 
acquitted of the robbery.

AUDITORIUM NOI 
10 BE USED FOR 
THEATRICAL SHOWS 


Policy Committees Also 
Agree to Let Conventions 
Attracting Many Visitors 
Have It Free. 


Two major decisions on policies 
to be observed in the operation of 
the Municipal Auditorium were 
reached yesterday at a joint meet- 
ing of the Auditorium Commission’s 


committees on policy and public re- 
lations. 

The committees agreed to rec- 
ommend that “purely commercial” 
entertainments, such as the Zieg- 
feld Follies, be denied use of the 
auditorium, and that conventions 
expected to bring many visitors to 
St. Louis be permitted free use of 
the Auditorium’s facilities. 

Operating on this basis, the com- 
mittee concluded, the Auditorium 
will incur an annual deficit of about 
$100,000. Previously the cfty ad- 
ministration had hoped that the Au- 
ditorium would pay its own operat- 
ing expenses. 

Protest Over Follies. 

In determining these changes in 
policy, the committees had before 
them two specific cases affecting 
the use of the Auditorium. One 
was the recent presentation there 
of the Follies, which brought pro- 
test from theater’ interests, the 
Chamber of Commerce and th Real 
Estate Exchange, on the ground 
that the Auditorium was competing 
with commercial theaters, which 
pay taxes to maintain it. The oth- 
er was the proposal that use of the 
Auditorium be granted without 
charge to the Southern Medical As- 
sociation for its convention here 
next year. About 4000 physicians 
usually attend conventions o fthis 
organization, and it has no provi- 
sion in its budget for renting a 
meeting. place. 

Committees’ Statement. 

“The Auditorium can pay oper- 
ating costs and be no burden on the 
taxpayers if it is permitted to book 
large theatrical attractions of a 
commercial nature,’ the commit- 
tees said in a statement issued aft- 
er their meeting.” However, the 
Chamber of Commerce in its memo- 
randum of Nov. 13 states that a 
deficit should be anticipated in the 
operation of the Auditorium and 
that the administration costs should 
be charged against general public 
revenue. 

“In the case of turning the Audi- 
torium over to a large convention 
without remuneration, the deficit 
will be further increased. It will 
cost, at a conservative

for rentals which would have to be 
turned down to accommodate the 
free convention. 

For Public Gatherings. 

“Except for the propositions not- 
ed above, and in line with the evi- 
dent will of the people as expressed 
at the time of the 1923 bond issue, 
the Auditorium shall be used for 
conventions and public gatherings 
of an educational, musical, indus- 
trial or similar nature, and for 
events of a civic and semi-civic 
nature such as great public halls, 
industrial and commercial exhibi- 
tions, trade shows, grand opera and 
other musical events, circuses, live- 
stock exhibitions, community and 
choral singing, folk songs, military 
gatherings and drills, athletic meets 
and events, military exhibitions and 
patriotic gatherings and events of 
a similar nature.” 

Those present at the meeting 
were Director of Public Safety 
Chadsey’ and Alderman Lietchen, 
representing the Policy Comittee, 
of which Chadsy is chairman; Al- 
drman Hastey and Car! E. Roessler, 
manager of the Jefferson Hotel, 
representing the Public Relations 
Committee, of which Hastey is 
chairman, and Director of Streets 
and Sewers McDevitt, City Counsel- 
or Hay and Raymond Tucker, 
Mayor Dickmann’s secretary. The

These figures have been furnished 
the Budget Bureau by the Veter- 
ans’ Administration in connection 
with appropriation estimates for 
the next fiscal year. 

The estimates will not be made 
public until submitted to Congress 
in January, but officials expect the 
appropriation to be much higher 
than for the current year—$546,- 
748,000. The figure does not include 
the $100,000,000 estimated as neces- 
sary to pay for benefits voted by 
the last Congress over President 
Roosevelt's objections. 

This $100,000,000, which will be 
submitted in a deficiency estimate 
for this year’s expenses, also will be 
carried in next year’s appropriation. 

Increasing Pension Costs. 

If deaths and disabilities continue 
at the present rate, the increases 
probably will send the 1935-36 cost 
of veterans’ administration to about 
$700,000,000 unless administration 
expenses are curtailed. : 

Officials expect pension costs to 
grow for perhaps another decade, 
despite the drop in the number of 
pensioners for all wars prior to the 
Spanish-American. This is based on 
the fact that the average age of 
World War veterans now is about 
40. Experience has shown the heav- 
iest mortality and sickness between 
40 and 50. 

A mortality expectancy table fur- 
nished the Budget Bureau shows 
the Veterans’ Administration anti- 
cipates a net increase of 25,000 pen- 
sion cases, covering all wars, by the 
end of the next fiscal year. This 
would boost the total number from 
885,000 to 910,000. 

There are now 366,895 World War 
veterans on the pension rolls, in- 
cluding 336,786 service-connected 
cases. These are expected to in- 
crease to 367,000 by June, 1936, 
while the non-service are _ rising 
from 30,108 to 35,000. 

115,852 Dependents on Rolls. 

Dependents of World War veter- 
ans on the rolls now total 115,852; 
these are expected to increase to 
123,735. 

The trend study shows also that 
the 18,030 Civil War veterans still 
on the rolls last July 1 probably 
will be cut in half by the end of 
the next fiscal year, and dependents 
reduced from 111,556 to 87,000. The | 
average age of the Civil War sol- 
dier is now around 88. 

The 186,838 Spanish War veter- 
ans, whose average age is now 60, 
will drop to about 182,000, while 
the dependents are expected to

NE GRE STUDENT 


Hight School Youth Says He 
Struck Boulder Young Wom- 
én Just for Fun. 


By the Associated Press. 

BOULDER, Colo., Nov. 21.—The 
Slugger of nine women students at 
the University of Colorado is a high 
school boy who did it “just for 
fun.” 


Chief of Police R. C. Prater said 
the youth, Jack Churches, 18 years 
old, confessed he hit the girls with 
his fist “just to see how good a 
boxer T was,” and that he enjoyed 
“hearing the girls squeal.” Churches, 
taken into custody as a suspect in 
the theft of a radio, was quoted by 
the Police Chief as saying he did 
not intend to injure the girls seri- 
ously and made no attempt to mo- 
lest them otherwise. 

Victims of the slugger said he 
would dart suddenly from conceal- 
ment, hit them in the body or 
shoulder, laugh and run away. 

Police said they would decide to- 
day whether charges of assault and 
battery would be played against 
Churches. 

Eight of the young women struck 
were accosted at night as they were 
walking on the campus. The ninth 
was attacked in the late afternoon 
as she strolled along a street not 
far from the university grounds.

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ORDINANCE FOR ISSUING 
BONDS VOTED IN NAY 


Estimate Board Draft Provides 
for Sale Only When Reve- 
nue Assures Servicing. 


An ordinance draft, authorizing 
issuance of the $16,100,000 issue of 
city bonds voted last May, will be 
sent by the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment to the Board of Al- 
dermen, which nets tomorrow. 
The ordinance will provide that the 
bonds shall be sold when, and in 
such amount as, revenue is provid- 
ed for servicing them. 

The Board of Estimate decided 
on this measure yesterday, when its 
members signed applications to the 
Federal Government for PWA 
grants amounting to $5,155,500 on 
seven St. Louis public improve- 
ments, with a total estimated cost 
of $18,590,000. 

Reason for Delay. 

The city does not intend to begin 
all of. the improvements at once, 
and the grant applications were 
delayed until! the Board of Estimate 
could make sure that the city, by 
making the applications, would not 
place itself under compulsion to 
carry out al) the work. 

W. W. Horner, consulting engi- 
neer for the city, and a member of 
the Public Works Technical Board 
of Review in Washington, looked 
into this matter for the city, with 
the aid of Senator Clark. Horner 
wired the Board of Estimate yes- 
terday that the city would be at 
liberty to reduce or cancel any of 
the expenditures proposed in grant 
applications; but that if the appli- 


cations were not made soon, the 
Government would withdraw the ofe 
fer of grants. 

The applications signed by the 
Board of Estimate, with the 
amounts sought from the Govern- 
ment, and the total estimated cost 
of each project, are: 

Memorial Plaza, grant 
000, total cost $2,890,000. 

Completion of Courthouse and 
Auditorium, grant $532,000, total 
cost $1,910,000. 

Hospitals, grant $2,522,000, to- 
tal cost $8,730,000. 

Police stations, grant $191,000, 
total cost $830,000. | 

Negro cc.imunity centers, grant 
$126,000, total cost $505,000. 

Southern-Arsenal relief sewer, 
grant $720,000, total cost $2,490,- 
000 


$717,- 


Armory, grant $347,000, total 
cost $1,235,000. 

Bills are now pending for increase 
of the gasoline tax and of mer- 
chants’ and manufacturers’ sales 
taxes, which are expected to yield 
$900,000 a year revenue. If these 
are passed, city officials have 
planned to issue not more than 
$4,500,000 of the new bonds.

The university’s attorney con- 
tended that the university had not 
previously paid taxes on the prop- 
erty and that the Legislature in 
1853 exempted Eliot Seminary, 
which became Washington Univer- 
sity four years later, from taxes on 
its property.

“Tt has been our experience, based 
on many years of experience, that 
whenever costs are increased inthe 
fluid milk industry of the United 
States, such increases are taken 
out of the price which is paid the 
farmer. Co-operative associations 
which distribute fluid milk for their 
members, of course, are forced to 
take the increased costs out of 
what they pay the producers. 
“On the other hand, where our 
associations are merely selling milk 
to dealers, the dealers sometimes 
carry the burden for a short time, 
/and then pass it on to the consum- 
lers, although in such instances 
competitive conditions usually re- 
sult eventually in the _ increased 
‘'eosts being taken out of the pro- 
ducers’ price. 
| “Nearly all the co-operative as- 
-sociations guarantee their farmer 
/members the payment for milk sold 
ito dealers. Many of the dealers to 
‘which our association sells are in 
‘such bad financial condition that 
we are requiring them to pay dail- 
ly, and are even shipping milk C. 
O. D., to their plants and terminals. 
Failures or bankruptcies resulting 
from increased costs of distribution 
would injure us. 
Advantage to Chain Stores. 
“Another, and very substantial 
element involved in this proposed 
code, is the competitive advantage 
it would give producer-distributers, 
‘chiselers’ and chain stores over 
wagon distributers. We believe it 
would be utterly impossible to en- 
force such a code against the 45,- 
000-odd producer-distributers who

No Action Under Amendment. 


A State constitutional amend- 
ment, which would permit St. Louis 
to establish a system of electing 
Aldermen by wards, ‘was adopted by 
State-wide vote in the election Nov. 
6, but the city has done nothing 
toward making use of its provisions. 
Democratic leaders hold that, as 
the present system formerly gave 
the Republicans solid control of the 
Board of Aldermen, the Democrats 
should have a chance at similar 
control before a change is made. 


From the time the first Board of 
Aldermen was elected under the 
present city charter, in 1915, the 
Republicans elected the President 
and all members until the fal] elec- 
tion of 1932. At that time two Re- 
publican members having died, 
Democrats were elected for their 
unexpired terms. The terms of 
these Democrats, Aldermen Hen- 
nerich of the Tenth and Pah! of the 
Twenty-fourth Ward, will end in 
April. 

For the office of President of the 
board, two present members of the 
board may be candidates. They are 
John P. Collins of the Nineteenth 
Ward, vice-president of the board, 
and Emmett Golden of the Twen- 
ty-seventh, former vice-president.

SAYS RECOVERY WILL BEGIN 
WHEN BUDGET IS BALANCED 


E. R. Harriman Declares Failure of 
Congress to Do This Will Pro- 
jong Depression. 

By the Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—Failure 
of Congress to balance the budget 
will mean the indefinite postpone- 
ment of economic recovery in the 
United States, E. Roland Harriman, 
chairman of the managing commit- 
tee of the National Economy 
League, said in a radio address last 
night. 

“The great American topic of 
the day is, ‘When, when will real 
recovery begin?’” Harriman said. 
“There have been many famous 
‘whens’ in history, but I doubt if 
any quite approaches this, the year 
of the great ‘when.’ 

“Now I am gaimg to name the 
very day. * * * The birth date of 
real recovery is that date when 
the national budget is balanced. 
The date is July 1, 1935, if the na-, 
tional budget is balanced at the 
coming session of Congress. 

“July 1, 1935, is the beginning of 
the new national fiscal year. And 
if the national budget is not bal- 
anced at this coming session, then 
the depression will continue until 
the national budget is balanced.”

HASN'T MET ISSUES 


State Committeeman Also 
Criticises Record of Senator 
Patterson. 


Replying to the recent announce- 
ment of opposition to reorganiza- 
tion of the Republican party in Mis- 
souri by United States Senator Ros- 
coe C, Patterson, John H. Brod Jr., 
member of the Republican State 
Committee, last night issued a 


statement declaring the Republican 
party had not kept abreast of the 
times and criticising Patterson’s 
record. 

“T find Republicans efel that our 
party has been one of accomplish- 
ment and its past requires no de- 
fense,” Brod ‘said. “However, the 
fact is, under the Hoover admin- 
istration we did not prevent or al- 
leviate the depression. 

“We went wrong on the wet and 
dry question. We avoided _ child 
labor and unemployment insurance 
legislation. We did not touch either 
the distressed home or farm owner 
or relieve the banks or insurance 
companies, all of which legislative 
measures found responsive chords 
in the hearts of the people, as evi- 
denced in this last election.” 

Record Cost Patterson Votes. 

Brod, referring to Patterson’s 
complaint that candidates for local 
office in St. Louis, where he ran 
behind the ticket, worked for elec- 
tion as individuals rather than in 
a party organization, attributed Pat- 


terson’s poor showing to his record. 
| “Senator Patterson, who was an 
administration Senator, by his rec- 
ord in the Senate, lost many votes 
here,” Brod stated. “On the wet 
and dry question, he voted against 
the sentiment of this city and 
State. His vote indorsing the ap- 
pointment of Judge Parker alien- 
ated thousands of Negro votes. 

“A gerat part of the labor vote 
was antagonistic to him. All Repub- 
lican candidates suffered on ac- 
count of the lack of Republican 
leadership. And this demand for a 
change in leadership is growing 
daily. . 


“We feel in these times'of de- 
pression, irrespective of party 
alignment, the President should 
have the full suppor tof the people 
in all ccnstructive measures. If, 
as Senator Patterson states, this is 
a new plan for the Republican 
party, he will find that it is the 
prevailin gspirit and, in my judg- 
ment, it will be adopted in these 
times as a party principle.

“Besides making the 1936 
Olympic games the greatest ath- 
letic event the world has seen,” 
Dr. Lewald told a meeting. of 
the American Chamber of Com- 
merce, “we want also to revive 
the ancient custom of turning 
the Olympic platform over to 
the world’s most eminent think- 
ers, writers and poets.” 

The return of polo to the pro- 
gram, he said, came as a result 
of Argentina’s plea. It last was 
included in 1924, the United 
States losing to Argentina in 
the final. 

Dr. Lewald said 41 nations 
already had signified their in- 
tention of competing in the 
main events during the summer 
of 1936 and they were making 
plans to accommodate 3000 ath- 
letes, more than twice the num- 
ber that competed at Los Ange- 
les in 1932. Twenty-one nations 
have entered for the 
games.

NO OIL SHORTAGE SUK, 
ENGINEERS DECLARE 


Testimony on Nation's Supply 
Given to Congressmen 
at Dallas Hearing. 


By the Associated Press. 

DALLAS, Tex., Nov. 21.—Techni- 
cal men representing both. inde- 
pendent and major. oil interests 
yesterday advised the Congression- 
al Oil Inquiry Committee there was 
no imminent danger of exhaustion 
of the nation’s petroleum reserve. 

Stanley Gill of Houston, ‘consult- 
ing engineer for several independ- 
ents, and Wallace E. Pratt of 
Houston, vice-president of the 
| Humble Oil and Refining Co. and a 
| geologist, made the statements. 
| The two men. differed 
‘crude oil reserve and the proper 
i|method of withdrawing it to obtain

| the greatest yield. Pratt deplored | 


| uncontrolled production, and cited 


practice the Texas Panhandle gas 
field, which the committee will 
| visit. Gill expressed strong support 
‘for conservation but declared: some 
existing methods of prorating and 
, controlling production caused phy- 
sical waste. 
Estimate of Reserves. 
Pratt estimated the nation’s 
known proved reserves of crude ag- 
gregated 10,000,000,000 to 12,000,000,- 
000 barrels, but said that in the last 
four years discovery of new fields 
had not kept pace with consump- 
‘tion, resulting in diminution of the 
reserves. On the basis of consump- 
tion of 1,000,000,000 barrels annually, 
Pratt estimated the proved reserves 
in the United States would last 10 
or 12 years, compared to a proved 


tion in the rest of the world. 

Texas contains 40 per cent of the 
proved reserve, he estimated, and 
with Oklahoma and California, 80 
per cent, 

Control of production is neces- 
sary, he declared, both for conser- 
vation and because the ability now 
exceeds the demand, especially in 
East Texas. In view of a diminish- 
ing reserve, Pratt said control was 
“essential to national and _ social 
economy,’ and more imperative to- 
day than previously. 

Proposal on Federal Aid. 

He favored aid of the states by 
the National Government only to 
the extent of establishing a quota, 
of interstate compact. 

From a standpoint of ultimate re- 
covery, he estimated daily produc- 
tion of 400,000 barrels in East Texas 
was about the right amount, al- 
though he observed too many wells 
had been drilled in the field. 

Pratt warned against “too much 
regimentation” of oil industry, and 
counseled the Congressmen it must 
be left free to prospect for new 
fields. 

Gill told the committee that while 
no imminent danger of an oil 
shortage existed, there remained in 
the earth “practically inexhaustible’ 
supplies of other products which 
could be utilized for the extraction 
of substitutes at costs only slight- 
ly higher than existing crude and 
products prices.

WIDOW’S STATUS IN RULING 


Decision Based on Her Legal Sepa- 
ration From Husband; Dower 
Rights Not Affected.

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—Mrs. 
Frances (Peaches) Heenan Brown- 


ing was declared yesterday to be a 
“stranger” as far as her claim to a 
widow’s share in the fortune of her 
former husband, Edward E. Brown- 
ing, is concerned. Surrogate James

THE GHOST OF THE GRIDIRON. 

The gods of football's Olympus were regaled last 
Saturday with a varied entertainment. Their guffaws 
shook the heights as the toothless Yale Bulldog 
sniffed disdainfully at the carcass of the ferocious 
Princeton Tiger and trotted proudly from the field. 
Sheer drama was the portion served them on the 
stage at Madison. There the ghost of Pat O’Dea, 
Wisconsin star of long ago, returned literally in the 
flesh after years of buried identity under an as- 
sumed name, to see the forlorn Badgers flout the 
statistics and the prophets by defeating the hitherto 
unbeaten, untied team of the University of Illinois. 

Football, like baseball and tennis and golf and 
other sports, has become the playground of the fic- 
tionists. Great deeds are done on the gridiron of 
imagination, with romance almost always in the 
background, but never, so far as we know, has a 
spirit been recalled from across the divide to lance 
the line, or skirt the end, or grab the whirling oval 
out of the blue and scamper elusively, yes, impalpa- 
bly, over the goal line. 

It was O'Dea’s prerogative, at the turn of the cen- 
tury, to make football history with a kick. He could 
punt beyond all precedent or comparison. Now he 
comes back from a spectral exile, a gray spectator, 
but a psychological force that will, presumably, make 
football literature. 
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THE MANAGER MOVEMENT FORGES AHEAD. 

As a result of recent victories at the polls, the ben- 
efits of the manager type of administration in local 
government will soon be extended to another half- 
million people. At the general election, Toledo, O., a 
city of nearly 300,000, voted to put a city manager in 
charge of its municipal services. So did Schenectady, 
N. Y.. which has a population of approximately 
100,000. In three city manager communities—Bur- 
bank, Cal.,°and Kenosha and Two Rivers, Wis.—the 
question of returning to the old system was before 
the voters, and in each the manager plan received a 
decisive vote of approval. Residents of Douglas 
County, Neb., which includes Omaha, an area with 
233,000 persons, abandoned their cumbersome and 
costly county government and substituted the county 
manager plan. So doing, they made their county the 
seventh to adopt the manager system, The success 
which has attended county manager government 
along the Atlantic seaboard is sufficient to warrant 
its consideration wherever there is a movement to 
modernize local administration, pending the inev- 
itable consolidation of these outmoded governmental 
units. 
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CALIFORNIA REVIVES AN OLD INTEREST. 

Without waiting to see how the one-house Legis- 
lature works in Nebraska, State Senator-elect Walter 
McGovern of California has announced that when the 
Legislature of his State meets in January, he will 
sponsor a resolution designed to accomplish the 
same change in California, 

Again the issue of this reform is raised in the 
State which came close to instituting it more than 
two decades ago. In 1913, a majority of the members 
of the California Legislature approved the change, 
but the margin fell short of the required two-thirds. 
That was more than the present Nebraska legislators 
would do—the initiative had-to be resorted to in or- 
der to get the issue before the voters. 

Should California join Nebraska in the experiment, 


from the standpoint of population, but also one of 
the largest, making its laws by the unicameral meth- 
od. Certain critics have discounted the importance 
of what Nebraska is doing, on the ground that its 
experience will offer no guftle to larger states. This 
criticism would be without point, of course, with Cal- 
ifornia following Nebraska’s example. 
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MR. BORAH’S CHARGES. 

Senator Borah, in his charges of waste in the Fed- 
eral Relief Administration, has brought up a sub- 
ject of vital concern to virtually every citizen. Tax- 
payers will be interested in seeing that every pos- 
sible cent of the money they are supplying goes to 
the relief of need, without being sidetracked in bu- 
reaucratic mazes. Similarly, it is important to the 
persons who are forced to depend upon relief for their 
maintenance that the funds, outside of a reasonable 
overhead, be applied for the urgent requirements of 
food and shelter. : 

In calling attention to the situation and listing 
specific abuses, Senator Borah is performing a use- 
ful public function. His record as critic of Democratic 
and Republican administrations alike is such as to 
free him from any suspicion of seeking partisan ad- 
vantage. The matter is one that goes beyond par- 
tisanship. Every citizen, regardless of politics, wants 
the country, in its outlay for depression victims, to 
have a system of highest possible efficiency, and any 
steps that will eliminate wasteful practices from that 
system will receive public encouragement. 

In so vast an undertaking as the Federal relief 
enterprises, hurriedly organized in many instances, 
it is too much to expect perfection in the vigilance 
of the administrators, or spotless records of per- 
formance in their subordinates. Normally, some 
looseness of management, by the law of averages, will 
be found. It is not asking too much, however, to de- 
mand the highest possible standards of efficiency and 
honesty, with prompt corrective steps where excep- 
tions are found. : 

The instances Mr. Borah cites are truly “shame- 
ful waste,” as he charged in his original statement. 
Certainly, if he has been correctly informed, there is 
crying need for remedy in the Western county 
where it cost $572 to administer $4 worth of relief. 
If his charge of overhead costs running from 25 to 
50 per cent is borne out, there should be prompt 
action toward reform, especially since the FERA has 
shown its average administrative cost for August to 
have been 11.6 per cent. Likewise, the clogging of 
offices with an excessive number of employes is a 
practice which should be terminated wherever found. 

The public will be interested in knowing whether 
Mr. Borah is reporting merely isolated instances or 
typical examples of a nation-wide condition. In 
forming their judgment, the people will await the 
response of Harry L. Hopkins, FERA chief, to the 
charges. No insinuation has been made by Mr. 
Borah that the Administrator has been lacking in 
any respect in integrity, conscientiousness or pub- 
lic spirit. He replied to Mr. Borah’s first attack by 
pledging a thorough inquiry by his own board of 
investigators. Some points raised by Mr. Borah are, 
in fact, being investigated at present, and others are 
reported to have been remedied. There will be ready 
acceptance of Mr. Hopkins’ pledge that unsound prac- 
tices will not be tolerated by him for a moment after 
they come to light. 

If there are indications that conditions of waste 
and inefficiency are widespread, public opinion will 
not be satisfied by the FERA’s self-examination. In 
that event, the proposed investigation by a “‘wholly 
disinterested committee or tribunal,’ by which Mr. 
Borah explains he means Congress, will be highly 
in order. The public, which furnishes the relief 
money, will want to see an inside and detailed pic- 
ture of what is going on. And Mr. Hopkins should 
be glad of an opportunity to explain publicly how 
the highly important work under his direction is 
being administered. 
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FOOTNOTE. 

As a footnote to the article printed under the car- 

toon today, commenting on the electric utilities’ fail- 
ure to reduce rates in proportion to cost reductions, 
we quote from a “personal and confidential’ letter 
written by one utility public relations man to an- 
other on Aug. 12, 1927. It is published in Ernest 
Gruening’s book, “The Public Pays.” 
“What can we do,” groaned the author. “when the 
financiers will inflate, over-capitalize, sell securities 
based on blue sky or hot air, and rates must be kept 
up to pay returns on said blue sky and hot air? The 
best public-relations stuff in the world is a nice little 
reduction of rates. Do we get it? We do not. I 
know places where I believe a 13-cent top should be 
8 cents.” 
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THESE GAY AND FESTIVE DEMOCRATS.

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Electric Utilities in the Depression 


While other industries were retrenching and showing losses through depression, power 
companies enjoyed comparative prosperity, writer says; technical improvements 
have lowered their costs, he asserts, but rate reductions have lagged far behind; 


declares public regulation has been effective only in preserving utility monopolies.

HE electric companies have proved 
T themsetves depression-proof. This is 

shown by every important statistical au- 
thority, public or private, by the financial 
results in dividends, interest and surplus, by 
the utterances of the managers in their an- 
nual meetings, by their chief organ of the 
industry, the Electrical World, and by their 
financial sales utterances. They have 
weathered the storm much better than any 
other large industry. 
sally admitted. 

The industry has been subject to phenom- 
enal technical improvements, lowering the 
costs every year. While rates have been 
nominally subject to public regulation, sup- 
posedly limiting the earnings, the regula- 
tion has been wholly ineffective. The com- 
panies have themselves had little knowledge 
of costs. The regulating authorities and the 
public have had none worth mentioning. 

The regulation has been highly effective 
in one particular: in securing a monopoly 
to the companies, with practically unregu- 
lated rates. The industry furnishes a fun- 
damentally important service for universal] 
use, and a constantly expanding market. 
The reductions in cost have far outrun the 
meager reductions in rates. The companies 
have, in fact, charged what they thought 
would give them the highest profit, but 
have usually maintained rates above what 
would give them maximum profits. 


” * * 


The history of the Cleveland company 
goes far to prove this. When the public 
plant began operations in 1914 in competi- 
tion, the company was charging domestic 
consumers 10 cents a k. w. h., with corre- 
sponding rates for other consumers. The 
public plant has always charged 3 cents to 
such consumers. The city ordered the pri- 
vate company to lower its maximum to 5 
cents. The company proved to the State 
Supreme Court in 1919 that a charge of 
less than 10 cents would be non-remunerative 
and confiscatory. Within six months, under 
competition, it petitioned for and accepted 
a maximum of 5 cents. It has since re- 
duced this rate to 4 cents in Cleveland. 

This company has earned and paid 16 per 
cent annually on the old par during’ the 
depression, and this year has raised the 
rate to 20 per cent. It is true that it split 
its stock 10 shares for one and has gone to 
no-par stock. The company has grown from 
a $15,000,000 plant in 1912 to a $140,000,000 
plant, and accumulated large surpluses. At 
the same time, the city plant has grown 
from a $2,000,000 plant to a $20,000,000. 

Judson King estimates that this public 
competition has saved the people of Cleve- 
land in the last 15 years $40,000,000. This 
Suggests that a further reduction of rates 
might add considerably to the profits of the 
companies. This view has from time to 
time been suggested by leaders in the indus- 
try. : 

In fighting, in their blindness, to maintain 
rates and to increase them, the companies 
have always claimed they were held by regu- 
lation to a fair return in good times and 
therefore could not accumulate surpluses for 
bad years; and when general business im- 
proved and general prices went up, they 
claimed higher rates. They forgot, or 


The facts are univer- 


: 
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ignored, the fact tnat this industry is less 
affected by the movement of general prices 
of labor and material than any other large 
industry. Speaking broadly, in industry gen- 
erally about two-thirds of gross goes for 
labor and material, while in this industry 
only about one-third of gross goes for these 
items. Standard Statistics estimates, Dec. 
13, 1933, that to restore the general price 
level to that of 1926 would add but 10 per 
cent to electric operating costs. 


One other reason that this industry has 
stood the depression so well is the rapid de- 
velopment of hydro-electric power. So long 
as these hydro plants were held in isola- 
tion, many had to stand idle much of the 
time. But since these companies have been 
gathered into a few large holding companies, 
often with a close community of interest, 
their transmission lines have been intercon- 
nected almost the country over. This en- 
ables the waterpower to be used almost con- 
Stantly nearly to full capacity. Hydro so 
used is much cheaper than coal-made power. 

The holding companies were originally or- 
ganized for three main purposes: (1) to is- 
sue and speculate in securities; (2) to enable 
the insiders to organize and control a mul- 
titude of subsidiary corporations to bleed 
the operating companies for the benefit of 
insiders by material contracts, intercorpor- 
ate sales of service and securities, general 
financial, operating, engineering and other 
services; (3) to take the companies entirely 
out of effective control or regulation in all 
of these particulars. 

The promoters were eminently successful. 
But in the age of mergers and building up 
these holding companies, they overreached 
themselves by paying five or more times 
what the companies were worth or were 
capitalized at to get them into the holding 
companies. They then wrote up their prop- 
erty accounts to the level of these expend- 
itures, or more, and issued securities on this 
basis. The Federal Trade Commission has 
already disclosed write-ups of this kind to 
about one and a quarter billion dollars. 

It is not remarkable, therefore, that while 
practically no operating companies have 
failed, even after the large bleeding by the 
holding companies, many holding com- 
panies are hard put to keep out of bank- 
ruptcy because of the ocean of fixed 
charges they have to. carry. 
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During the period 1929-32, general cor- 
porate earnings, the country over, fell off 
more than 50‘per cent. The total production 
of the United States fell off by 54 per cent. 
Between 1927 and 1932, the surplus and re- 
serves of the electric companies increased 
by $726,400,000. During the same years, the 
number of customers increased by 2,072,094, 
-_ electricity sold increased by 2,203,094,822 

ow. hh. 

During 1929-32, dividends in percentages 
of those of 1929 increased 43.6 per cent in 
1930, 23.8 per cent in 1931, and were in 1932 
88.6 per cent of 1929. In 1929, after all op- 
erating expenses, interest and dividends, the 
companies retained $4,716,000, whereas in 
1932, $658,615,000 in dividends were paid out 
of previous earnings, surpluses and reserves. 
This was 55 per cent of all dividends paid.

Missouri Groups Again to Seek 
Ratification of Child Labor 
Amendment. 


At the first of six round-table dis- 
cussions on legislative problems 
held by the St. Louis League of 
Women Voters at Hotel Kings-Way 
yesterday, the list of measures 
which the Missouri State league 
will seek to have adopted at the 


.| 1935 Missouri General Assembly was 


announced. 

At the round-table conference, 
speakers presented their views on 
the Federal child labor amendment. 
which the league has placed at the 
head of the list of legislative mea- 
sures which it will seek to have 
ratified. The child labor amend- 
ment failed of ratification at the 
last session of the Legislature. 

Other legislation which the league 
will actively support is as follows: 

A bill for the appointment of a 
committee which would make a sur- 
vey of the State Government to sug- 
gest the consolidation of overlap- 
ping offices in the interest of econ- 
omy and efficiency. 

For Short Ballot. 

The adoption of the short ballot. 

Permanent registration for St. 
Louis and Kansas City, each city to 
have its own bill. 

A bill to make mandatory the ap- 
pointment of county health offi- 
cers. 

A bill to establish unemployment 
insurance and unemployment re- 
serves. 

The league also announced that 
it would lend its support to the fol- 
lowing measures: 

A bill to establish the merit sys- 


tem in all branches of the civil 
service. 

A State budget system with ad- 
ministrative control. 


A change in the date of the Au- 
gust primary. 


Activities of the Federal, State 
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and local governments to protect 
the interests of the consumer. 

A minimum fair wage for women 
and minors and shorter hours for 
women in industry. 

“Child Labor Stunts Growth.” 

During the child labor discussior 
Mrs. Arthur Stockstrom said that 
the primary reasons why the league 
favored the amendment was be- 
cause child labor “stunts the child's 
growth, both physical) and mental; 
because it limits the child’s educa- 
tion, and because \it deprives him 
of the comradeship of other chil- 
dren at play which is necessary to 
his development.” 

An indorsement of the amend- 
ment made by Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and given to the local 
league when she was in the city last 
week was read. Mrs. George H. 
Hoxie of Kansas City, president of 
the State league, presided.

Declaring ehat “the attitudes of 
adults are furrowed in their minds 
during the plastic years of ado- 
lescence,” the Rev. Raphael C. Mc- 
Carthy, S. J., professor of psychol- 
ogy at St. Louis University, in an 
address last night at the university 
auditorium, urged parents and 
teachers to discipline themselves 
before beginning the training of 
children. 

“Behavior in children is directly 
related to the example which they 
find among the adults with whom 
they come in contact,” Father Mc- 
Carthy told 500 persons who _at- 
tended the lecture, sponsored by the 
St. Louis University Alumnae Asso- 
ciation. His subject was “Training 
Children for Failure.” 

“Psychologists are in agreement 
only on the fact that early environ- 
ment exercises a profound influ- 
ence on the personality of the 
adult,” he said. “They know that 
the fears, likes, dislikes and blind 
emotions which obscure reason in 
the grown person may be traced 
to the experience of adolescence.” 

Father McCarthy told how the 
factors of speed, urban concentra- 
tion, breakdown of the home and 
lack of religious beliefs have com- 
plicated the problems of the mod- 
ern parent. “The home continues 
to be the place where attitudes of 
mind are laid down.” 

A child’s confidence in himself 
comes from “peace of mind and a 
well-balanced personality,” the 
speaker said. He stressed the fact 
that early behavior is exclusively 
imitative, and said, “undisciplined 
adults are a terrible menace to the 
child.” 

Thoughtless praise, indiscrim- 
inate admiration, fault-finding and 
overdevotion were all condemned 
by the speaker. Form these grow 
fear of self, he said—“a fear which 
is responsible for one-half the fail- 
ures in life.” ‘ 

Dr. Henry J. Gerling, Superin- 
tendend of the Public Schols, pre- 
sided over the open forum which 
followed the lecture.

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GIRL HELD PRISONER 
INHOMEFOR 8 MONTHS 


Fed Bread and Gravy—Father 
and Stepmother Charged 
, With Neglect. 


By the Associated Press, 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 21.— 
From a dark, unfurnished room in 
a West Side house police yesterday 
took 16-year-old Helen Mack, who 
said that for eight months she had 
been a virtual prisoner. 

After questioning the girl, offi- 
cers placed charges of neglect 
against her father, Harry Mack, 
operator of a fruit stand, and her 
stepmother, Mrs. Ora Mack, a gro- 
cery employe. 

Weak and emaciated, the girl 
said her diet for months had con- 
sisted mainly of bread and gravy. 
At the Detention Home she ate 
ravenously roast beef, mashed pota- 
toes and other food placed before 
her. 

Mrs. Anna Pickard, superintend- 
ent of the Detention Home, reported 
the girl weighed only a little more 
than 70 pounds. 

Accused of Stealing Things. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Mack denied 
they had failed to provide suitable 
food, although they said she usu- 
ally was not given food at noon be- 
cause they both were away from 
the house. 

Officers quoted the father as say- 
ing, “We kept her locked up be- 
cause she stole things about the 
house.” He added that he feared 
she might become a kleptomaniac. 
“Once I found 15 cents on a din- 
ing room table and wrapped it in 
my handkerchief,” said the girl, 
“but I didn’t steal it.” 
Juvenile Court investigators who 
found the girl were puzzled by the 
case. 
home on information given by Wal- 
ter S. Troutman, father of Mack’s 
present wife. 
Gaining entrance with a skeleton 
key, a woman investigator feared 
to enter a locked room inside the 
house. Police officers were sum- 
moned and an entrance was forced. 
Blanket Her Only Bed. 
The girl was, found in this room 
lying on a blanket which she said 
had served as her bed for months. 
The single window in the room was 
fastened shut and the. shades 
drawn. “My parents had forbidden 
me to open any doors or even look 
out the window,” she explained. 
She told officers that each morn- 
ing she was given some food, then 
locked in the room to remain -there 
until her parents returned at night. 
The girl's mother died _ several 
years ago. She was an only child. 
She told investigators she was 
taken from school two years ago 
when she completed the eighth 
grade. The investigators learned 
from her teachers that. she had 
been a normal pupil. 
Mack and his wife were released 
on bonds of $1000 each.

Scientist Thinks They Trans- 
form Sunlight Into Food 
in Plants. 


By the Associated Press. 
CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 21.—Two 

molecules, which give science a 

new clew to the process on which 


all life depenas—conversion of the 
sun’s energy into chemicals—were 
described today before the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences. 

‘ They seemingly play a leading 
role in converting sunlight into 
energy. 

These molecules are thought to 
be “transf*ormers,’ turning the 
energy of the sun’s light into food. 
There is evidence that they in- 
clude chloraphyll, the green color- 
ing matter of plants, combined with 
carbon dioxide and a protein-like 
substance. They were reported to 
the academy by Dr. O. L. Inman of 
Antioch College, Yellow Springs, O. 

It is now known, said Inman, 
that plants act like highly sensi- 
tive short-wave radio receiving sets, 
receiving waves of radiation from 
the sun 250 times as short as the 
shortest radio waves. and con- 
verting them into energy. 

The newly-found molecules, it 
is thought, absorb these. short 
waves from the sun in the form of 
what scientists call “quanta” of

And Its Need 


By The Rev. J. F. Newton 


éG VERYONE is so unhappy,” 
= young reader writes me. 
“In these days one seldom 

talks with anyone who is happy. 
We are all so oppressed by our own 


futility, and the futility of life it- 
self. 
“It is appalling,’ the letter con- 


tinues; “it seems all wrong some- 
how, as if we had missed the way. 
This city is like a city of ghosts, 
where people walk around-in a 
dream. Life is a series of gestures, 
made because they are a habit, not 
because they have meaning. 

“Is it just the citv that does it?” 
the letter asks. “Or is it this gen- 
eration, or this age? What is the 
matter with us, anyway? And 
where is the zest and the sparkle, 
the swiftness and lilt and vision? 
Looking down on the city, one feels 
the pathos of it all.” 

If is due, in part, to our genera- 
tion, and to the addled world we are 
living in. “It’s a bad world, méds- 
ter and you have lost your way in 
it,” says the doctor in the Galswor- 
thy play, “The Forest.” Life today 
is a trackless way in which we 
stumble and grope. 

The man who says he knows the 
way out of our confusion, is talking 
through his hat. Let us be frank 
and admit that none of us knows 
how we got tangled up, or what is 
to be done.

He only ruled Hungary for 
about six months, but while in of- 
fice he issued a series of stamps 
which are known as the Rogues 
Gallery. These stamps are num- 
bered according to Scott Nos. 198, 
199, 200, 201 and 202. The stamp we 
are most concerned with is No. 201, 
75-filler, claret and violet, portray- 
ing Gyorgy Dozsa, who lived in the 
sixteenth century. 

Dozsa enlisted in the army and 
won promotion to a high office. In 
1514 Dozsa was commissioned _ to 
raise a large army for a war upon 
Turkey and peasants joined by the 
tens of thousands, whereupon Dorz- 
sa headed a rebellion. He began 
to dream of being King of Hun- 
gary. Meanwhile the noblemen 
were organizing and Dozsa was 
captured. The noblemen sought to 
make an example of the man who 
would be King, so they made an 
iron throne, fashioned an _ iron 
sceptre and an fron crown. These 
things they heated white hot and 
Dozsa was escorted to the redhot 
throne and thrown upon it. The 
heated crown was placed upon his 
head and the glowing sceptre was 
laid across his knees. Dozsa was 
courageous and grasped the scep- 
tre and sat upright for a fraction 
of a minute, then slid forward un- 
conscious. 


The other stamps in this series 
portray Karl Marx, founder of 
modern Socialism; Alexander Pe- 
tofi, famed poet of Hungary; Mar- 
tinovics, another revolutionist, and 
Friedrich Engels, a comrade and 
aid of Karl Marx. This series of 
stamps is very inexpensive and 
should be in every album. 


Tips for Stamp Collectors. 


The new collector has a great deal 
of trouble sometimes in the hand- 
ling of postage stamps while the 
collector of years sometimes forgets 
the things he should remember. The 
first thing for a stamp collector to 
remember is to never handle a 
stamp with his fingers, always to 
use a pair of tweezers, an inexpen- 
sive necessity. Second, never use 
glue to mount stamps, always use 
hinges. Bend the upper third of 


the hinge over, moisten lightly and 


attach to the stamp. Moisten the 
other two-thirds and place in the 
album. Your stamps can then be 
taken out and moved because 
stamp hinges are peelable and do 
not need soaking to remove. Never 
add a torn or damaged stamp to 
your collection unless it is an ex- 
pensive stamp and then only add it 


until you can purchase a better 
copy. Any tear or nick in the

How Physicians 
Describe Their 
Own Suffering 


Doctors Have Greatly Aided 
Study of Diseases While 
Victims. 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HAVE just seen an announce- 
ment of an English translation 
of Alphonse Daudet’s account of 
his own illness, entitled “Suffering.” 
He went through many years of 
horrors, the basis of which is said 
to be locomotor ataxia. 

It recalls that wonderful story of 
Conan Doyle’s of the doctor who 
was lecturing on locomotor ataxia, 
and in order to illustrate the Rom- 
berg sign he put his heels together 
and his toes together and stood in 
front of the class with his eyes shut. 
His assistant noticed a barely per 
ceptible swaying which the doctor 
immediately controlled by opening 
his eyes. He went on with his lec- 
ture, and at the close came out in 
the anteroom, sat down and said to 
his assistant, “Just run over my re- 
flexes, will you?” They were as 
dead as a door nail. He said to 
himself, “So it wasn’t intercostal 
neuralgia, after all.” He knew that 
he had locomotor ataxia, and ag he 
calmly smoked a cigarette he faced 
a future of torture such as might 
daunt a red Indian at the stake. 
But as his disease progressed he 
wrote out all of his symptoms, all 
of the changes in his signs, until 
finally when his ocular paralysis hit 
him, he had to hold up his eyelids 
to see the page on which he was 
writing. 

There are not a few accounts by 
doctors of their own illnesses. 

One of the most remarkable {is 
that of Leonard Marks. It is called 
“Acromégaly, a Personal Experi- 
ence.” The doctor was looking in a 
mirror one morning and something 
about his face struck him. After 
studying it a while, he said: “Good 
God! d’ve got acromegaly!” 

Acromegaly is a disease of the 
pituitary gland, in which the bones 
of the face enlarge, and also the 
bones of the hands and feet. He 
looked at his hands and feet and 
found that they also had signs of 
acromegaly. As he was walking 
down the street he met a fellow 
practitioner and stopped him and 
said, “Do you know, something ter- 
rible has happeened to me?” “What 
is that?” asked his friend. “Do you 
realize that I have acromegaly?” 
said the doctor. His colleague an- 
swered, “Why I have known that 
for four or five years.” 

I have in my files several ac- 
counts of physicians’ own experi- 
ences with migraine, and one of 
the most illuminating clinical ac- 
counts that I know is that of the 
late Dr. Fletcher Ingalls’ descrip- 
tion of his own case of angina pec- 
toris. 

The patient’s own story is always 
worth listening to.
